NAVAL ARMAMENTS. 
. JAPAN'S WASHINGTON 
‘STATEMENT. . 


The Acting Consul’ General for 
Japan has received a telegram ‘dated 
November 21 from Tokyo, giving the 
following address made by Baron 
Kato, Japanese Delegate, at the 
Washington ‘Conference on 
November 15: — 

“With your pemnission, I wish to 
present to ‘conference my views upon 
this great question of armaments. I 
possess no artof oratory, Tmnst speak 
simply, concisely and above all 
frankly. Japan deeply appreciates the 
sincerity. of purpose evidenced in the 
plan of the American Government 
for limitition of armaments. " Sbe 
is. eatisfied that the proposed plan 
will materially relieve nations of 
wasteful expenditures and cannot fail 
to make for the peace of the world, 
She-cannot remain unmoved at high 
aims which have actuated the Ameri- 
can project. Gladly accepting there- 
fore the proposal in principle, Japan 
is ready to proceed .with determina- 
tion to a sweeping reduction in her 
naval armament. It will be universa- 
Ny admitted that a nation must be 
provided ‘with such arinaments as are 


essential to its security. This require- | 


ment must be fully weighed in 
examination of the plan, With this 
requirementin view, few modifications 
will be proposed with regard to the 
tonnage basis for zeplacement of 
various classes of vessels.” This sub- 
ject ‘should. be. referred to special 
consideration by naval experts, When 
such modifications are proposed I 
know that the American and other 
delegations will consider them ‘with 
the same desire to meet our id:ag as 
we have to meet theirs. Japan has 
never cliimed, nor bad intention of 
claiming, to have a naval establish - 
ment “equal ‘in “strength: to-that of 
either the United States or the 
British Empire. Her’ existing plan 
will show conclusively thdt she had 
never in view preparation for offen- 
sive war.
